An application to be permitted to 
charge household consumers $1.25 
per thousand feet for gas was filed 
today with the Public Service Com- 
mission by the Laclede Gas Lighc 
Co. The company now is charging 
householders 85 cents per 1000 feet. 
Thus, the increase asked is 40 cents, 
or 47 per cent. 

The application is an amendment 
to one pending before the Commis- 
sion in which the Laclede had asked 


to be permitted to charge $1 for 
household gas. 
The company, which in the six 


years ending with 1917 paid its com- 

mon stockholders at the rate of 10.2 

per cent annually. now declares that 

unless the new rates are granted it 
faces insolvency. 

Houschold Rates Highest.

sumption. Householders always have 
paid the highest rate, being smal 
consumers.

HABEAS CORPUS WRIT DENIED

ORIGIN OF CHISHOLM, FUGITIVES INTRUCK 
OR SANTA FE, TRAIL CAUGHT AFTER CHASE 


Capt. Henry Speaks of Texas, 
Who Took First Longhorns 
Over Trail, Tells Story. 


By the Associated Press. 


Capt. Henry Speaks, the frontiers- 
man who many years ago blazed the 


way for millions of Texas and Okla- 
homa longhorns between the South- 
western ranges and Kansas, is near- 
ing his seventy-ninth birthday in 
Calera, Bryan County, Ok. 
prints of this pioneer’s herd were 
beaten into the historic Chisholm 
trail, the origin of which, until now, 
has been a mystery. 

Ranchmen and cowboys, espectal- 
ly those who preceded the railroads 
upon the plains of Texas, have long 
disputed various claims regarding 
the origin of the Chisholm trai]— 


much of Texas. But the story from 
determines its history. 
Took Herd of Longhorns. 

Though John Chisholm, 
made the trail with his wagons all 
the way from Oklahoma City to 
Kansas City, Capt. Speaks, follow- 
ing later with a herd of cattle, was 
the first to utilize and lengthen it. 
Four cowboys accompanied Speaks 
on this trip, one of whom survives 
and now lives at Centralia, Mo. 

Chisholm’s trail became the Santa 
Fe trail of the Southwest. Over it 
trod longhorns from all of Texas and 
most of Oklahoma seeking the Kan- 
fas markets and the Kansas railroad 
terminals. So advantageous became 
this trail that the Santa Fe Rail- 
road paralleled it from Kansas into 
North Texas. * 

Didn't Seck to Make Trail. 

Trapper Chisholm didn't mean to 
be a trail blazer when he left Okla- 
homa City in the spring of 1866. 
His wagons were heavy with furs, 
for the winter had been a profitable 
hunting season. He turned north 
from the Canadian River at the point 
where Oklahoma City now stands 
and reached the Santa Fe trail up 
in Kansas, thence to Kansas City. 

A few days after Chisholm and 
his wagons had _ started north, 
Speaks and his four cowboy friends 
reached the Canadian River cross- 


ing with a herd of longhorns. The 
cattle had been driven from Southern 
Oklahoma, beating out a path as 
they came. Two Indian guides had 
led the way. 

Great Highway Resulted. 

But at the Canadian River, the 
stockmen decided to dispense with 
the guides, as the wagon tracks of 
Chisholm pointed the way so well. 
Other Oklahoma and Texas stock- 
men soon followed in the wake of 
Speaks and his associates and soon 
the Chisholm trail was the recog- 
nized highway between all the world 
and Texas. 

It remained a great highway until 
the railroads came. Many branches 
of the Chisholm trail were opened 
and some even took the name of th« 
the parent highway, but the original 
traila, according to Speaks, was that 
between Oklahoma and the Santa 
Fe route.

“I have been asked if there has 
been any change in the attitude of 
labor toward industry since the 
world war began since the armi- 
stice. I would not say that it has 
changed at all; not speaking of the 
building tndustry alone. There have 
been increases in wages beyond the 
wildest expectations, in spite of trade 
agreements with the men. 

‘The workers did not acquire any 
greater degree of antipathy toward 
their employes, but they found 
themmelves faced with the same in- 
creases in their living costs as did 
the emyloyers. The attitude of or- 
ganized labor in past years has been 
regulated by its trade agreements. 

Labor a Necessity. 

“The employers found a neceastty 
tm the market that they must have-- 
labor; the unions held power over 
that necessity and could obtain the 
price for it they thought deserved.” 

Alpine was formerly “head of all 
the plumbers and steamfitters in the 
civilized world,” as he put it. He 
said that. in his opinion, wages in 
the building industry will not de- 
cIne until all commodities decrease 
‘tn cost. High wages are an impor- 
tant factor in high building costs.

"Scarcity of Trained Hospital 


Workers Said to Be Wide- 
spread and Pay Increase 


‘€omes Up. 


A bill for the repeal of the ordi- 
mance providing for the letting of 
public contracts in a manner that is | 
acceptable to union labor was tntro- | 
dif@ei to the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday by Alderman Udell. 

& letter from President Kinsey 
of the Board of Public Service 
stated that contractors have per- 
sistently refused to bid on public 
work on the theory that the ordi- 
nance destroyed competitive bidding 
and that they doubted its validity. 
The ordinance provides for the pay- 
ment of the “prevailing scales of 
wages” on city work, which has been 
intérpreted to mean the union scale, 
payment for overtime, no work on 
holidays and that only citizeng_may 
be employed. 

Most of the board session was con- 
sumed by discussion of the proposal 
of the Department of Public Wel- 
fare that the scale of wages of nurses 
employed at the city hospital and in 
other city institutions be increased. 
Graduate nurses now are paid $80 
@ month and their mantenance, 
while pupil nurses receive $12 a 
month during their first year, $16 
during their second and $20 during 
their third. 

Tt.is proposed that the scale 
should be increased so that graduate 
nurses would reorive $90 a month 
for their first year, $100 during their | 
setohd and $110 during their third. | 
It-48 proposed that pupil nurses shall 
be paid $15 a month during their 
first year, $20 during their second 
an@° $25 during their third. 

Hospital Commissioner Shutt said 
that there now are 24 graduate and 
39 Student nurses for the care of 500 
patients at the city hospital, where- 
as there should be 30 graduate 
nugses and 90 student nurses. He is 
advecating an increase in pay on 
the theory that compensation for 
nurses then would be _ attractive 
enough to overcome the shortage. 

Miss Sara Elizabeth Parsons of the 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston said that a shortage of nurses 
was universal in the country. She 
said that she advocated a general 
corrective measure of increasing the 
educational requirements for admis- 
sion as pupil nurses and so dignify- 
ing the profession that training 
schools would get more applicants. 
She said also that she advocated sus- 
pension of the plan of paying pupil 
murves and substituting a system of 
echolargships whereby they would be 


led to continue their studies in
